deputies, 
after a stormy session of 


four hours, adjourned the debate on 
the interpellations on the postal situa- 
tion until May 13.. 


The response of the postal employes 


was quick and decisive.

an riour the federal committee had 
issued an order for a general strike 
ami the railway mail clerks walked 
out in a body. 
An hour 
after 
the 


meeting of (iOO postal employes took 
up the gauge of battle and unanimous- 
ly voted to strike today. 
There was 


no great enthusiasm shown, but de- 
termination and resolution to force the 
hand of the government were appar- 
ent. 


"The 
government is playing for 


time; we must not be caught nap- 
ping," was the spirit of the meeiing 
as expressed by Pauren, a dismissed 
postman and one of the most active 
organizer of the movement. 


Toward the close of the meeting of 


the federal committee the speakers 
became more and more excited 
in 


their denunciation of the government. 
A caricature of Premier Clemenceau 
was carried into the hall amid hoots 
and jeers, and the premier was de- 
nounced in violent terms. 


A permanent 
strike 
and 
branch 


committees were created and dele- 
gates were dispatched to the provinces 
to pursue an 
active 
propaganda to 


rnnke the strike complete. The presi- 
dent of the committee declared that 
today not a letter must leave Paris. 


During the debate in the chamber 


MM. Sembat and Willm, Socialists, 
defended the position of the strikers, 
affirming their right to organize them- 
selves into a-syndicate as the only 
way of redressing their grievances, 
and charging, the government with 
failure to keep its promises at the 
conclusion of the previous strike, es- 
pecially" with regard'to the retirement 
of M. 
Simyan, under secretary of 


posts and telegraphs. 


M. Barthou, minister 
of 
public 


works, the government's only spokes- 
man, 
insisted that neither he not- 


Premier Clemenceau had promised 
Simyan's dismissal. He produced the 
official journal as proof cf what he had 
said. 
The minister reaffirmed the 


government's unalterable opposition to 
conceding the right of state employes 
to form a syndicate, as there was no 
analogy between their case and that 
of ordinary workmen, who are not pro- 
tected against stoppage of work »ind 
are not guaranteed promotion and 
pensions in old age.

The editorial is as follows: 
What profiteth it-the Prohibitionists 


to carry a large majority of the towns 
in the state for 
"Xo-Liceuse," 
and 


then find thai liquor dealers, deprived 
of licenses for which they have been 
paying large fees to Jheir cities and 
towns, can. without .any . revenue to 
the municipality, do as large a busi- 
ness, under authority of ;tbe federal 
government and the protection of the 
interstate commerce law? 
Yet this 


is exactly what is happening all over 
Massachusetts today. 


There is some confusion as to why 


the united States, government grants 
a federal license to liquor sellers who 
do'an illicit liquor business? arid what 
such licenses mean. 
The 
United 


States does not issue a license to sell 
liquor, but taxes' those known to be 
selling liquor or having-it exposed for 
sale; keeping a careful watch on all 
persons selling liquor, and punishing 
severely those who do not pay the in- 
ternal revenue taxes. 
While it de- 


mands inexorably the payment of this 
tax, 
the government is under no obli- 


gation to the holder of the federal li- 
cense to protect him from the rigid 
enforcement of local prohibitory laws 
by the local authorities. 
The illicit 


liquor seller simply takes out the na- 
tional license to protect himself from 
being sent to. jail by Uncle Sam. 


The latest use of the interstate com- 


merce law makes 
unnecessary 
the 


granting of "popy express" licenses by 
selectmen in no-license towns and al- 
lows the liquor seller much greater 
freedom than under a "pony express'' 
which, when granted, gives the se- 
lectmen and city authorities complete 
control in the way 
:Qf supervision ov- 


er the liquor dealers^ all wet goods 
must be paid for When ordered, and 
delivered directly to their destination 
from the freight car. ' 
-. . 


In the "no-license" towns today liq- 


uor dealers ..put out of business are 
organizing 
corporations 
under 
the 


state law. After taking out a feder- 
al license, they order their supplies 
from Providence, Portsmouth or Al- 
bany, as the freight and transporta- 
tion facilities are cheaper and quick- 
er. 
On the lines of the Boston ami 


Maine railroad an order given in the 
evening in Portsmouth will be receiv- 
ed by freight in the 
Massachusetts 


town or city the next morning and 
can be delivered that same day. 
In 


the territory of the New Haven rail- 
road goods are ordered from Provi- 
dence and can be delivered likewise 
inside of a day. Payment 
does not 


have to be made in advance and liq- 
uor dealers are under no more restric- 
tions or control by tne local authori- 
ties than they would .be in the carry- 
ing out of any commercial business.

Assuming that there is life on Mars, the evolution of-Intelligence 


through the cycles of a million years must'be'advanced beyond the 
best efforts of our puny earthly intellects. 


But if they exist they ought in the nature of things, to surpass us 


iu intelligence and therefore understand communication, perhaps elec- 
tric communication, far better than we. 'Possibly they 'carry on ordi- 
nary conversation at all distances on their planet, .where to them miles 
are as inches. If so; they have been trying for years to get into con- 
versation -with .us and perhaps they wonder what mariner of stupid 
things we are not to respond. 


Following this assumption they may be knocking at our doors and 


our ear. drums continually with a sort-of communication thab'we can- 
not understand. Doubtless they are past masters in "ether waves.. I 
have thought1 that we might feel their presence if we could get suffi- 
ciently rid of our earthly environment—get .high, enough, up, away 
from the noises and the ether wave's that surround us, up in the rari- 
fied regions of-our atmosphere witfi nothing to disturb the communi- 
cation, and lo that end I am about 'to try an experiment. 
. . 


In mounting high up in the balloon-to-attempt--to-Intercept any 


ether waves that may be radiating from 'th'e 'planet's' I shall be shut 
into a metal box made" of aluminum for lightness and fitted with ap- 
paratus to drive out the carbonic acid gas and supply oxygen and with 
air pressure .to prevent sickness. 'In that-way I'can1'ascend much 
higher than balloons have heretofore gone. . 


We shall take along the wireless receiving, instruments, and. try 


to intercept messages from Mars, Venus or any of the planets.- Receiv- 
ing these messages we would not'understand them, but it would give 
us something to puzzle out.' Perhaps we could learn their code and, 
in the course of months or years, be able to return the messages and 
actually communicate. 
Certainly the Martians, if they exist,' could 


soon learn ours, being so much more intelligent. 


Mars will be ten per cent, nearer the. earth, next. September than 


in 1907 when I photographed the canals-from-the Andes Mountains. 
July and' August will be. very good months for observations of Mars. 


We cannot presume to send messages1 to Mars on this coming trip, 


but will only try to receive. The question has been raised of how we 
should get our ground connection, necessary'for telegraphy! There 
are several answers. We will use what is practicable. 
If in the mean- 


time it Is established that a thousand foot wire hanging from the car, 
with surrounding atmosphere forms a "grounding," we will use that. Or 
we may try the German method of using very thin metallic disks with 
air between which they claim to use effectually. . The alternative is to 
take up ten miles of smallest piano wire and allow It to actually touch 
the ground.
